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The  Coinage  of  Germany 

Part  II:  After  the  1871  Monetary  Reform

In  our  last  issue  of  New  England  World  Selections,  we  looked 
at  the  chaotic  coinage  that  preceded  Germany's  1871  monetary 
reform.  In  this  issue,  we  consider  the  newly-standardized  post-reform 
coinage  that  finally  imposed  monetary  order  on  centuries  of  confusion. 

The  important  factor  to  remember  when  considering  German 
coinage  is  that,  until  1871,  Germany  was  a  confederation  of 
hundreds  of  tiny  principalities  or  states,  each  of  which  was  busily 
issuing  coins  with  no  thought  toward  monetary  standardization. 

Gradually  though,  following  the  Napoleonic  wars  and  the 
Congress  of  Vienna  in  1815,  the  number  of  individual  coinages  in 
Germany  was  reduced  to  a  mere  30.  And,  in  1871,  the  Franco 
Prussian  War  resulted  in  the  establishment  of  a  German  Empire,  and 
those  authorized  mints  dwindled  to  just  about  a  dozen.  It  was  under 
the  Prussian  king  that  Germany  finally  adopted  a  standard  monetary 
system  and  introduced  the  German  mark. 

During  this  Kaiser- Reich  period,  which  lasted  from  1871  to 
1918,  there  were  actually  two  coin  series  —  one  national,  and  one 
issued  by  those  few  states  that  had  retained  minting  privileges.  The 
post-reform  monetary  system  consisted  of  the  mark,  worth  about  20 
cents,  and  the  pfennig,  the  equivalent  of  the  G.S.  penny.  Coins 
valued  at  one  mark  or  less  were  national  issues,  with  the  states 
producing  two,  three,  and  five-mark  pieces. 

These  Kaiser-Reich  issues  and  accompanying  commemorative 
series  are  very  popular  among  German  collector/investors  as  they 
represent  a  particularly  prosperous  period  in  German  history. 
Kaiser-Reich  coins  are  also  older  and  more  extensive  than  those  of 
the  later  Weimar  Republic. 

Design  of  the  national  issues  from  this  period  was  fairly  stand¬ 
ard,  with  the  imperial  eagle  on  the  obverse;  country,  value  and  date 
on  the  reverse.  State  issues,  on  the  other  hand,  featured  each  issuing 
state’s  ruler  or  coat  of  arms  on  the  obverse,  with  the  requisite 
imperial  eagle  reverse.  Otherwise,  state  coins  were  struck  under  the 
same  standards  and  values  as  the  imperial  coins. 

While  25  states  retained  coinage  rights  after  the  monetary 
reform,  most  state  coins  were  issued  by  just  1 1  cities,  with  the 
majority  of  those  coming  from  Berlin.  With  mintmarks,  the  11 
issuing  cities  were:  Berlin  (mintmark  A),  Hanover  (B),  Vienna  (B), 
Frankfurt  (C),  Munich  (D),  Dresden  (E),  Muldenhutten  (E),  Stuttgart 
(F),  Karlsruhe  (G),  Darmstadt  (H),  and  Hamburg  (J). 

Kaiser-Reich  coins  are  readily  available  today,  with  state  issues 
a  bit  scarcer  than  national.  However,  both  series  continue  to  gain 
popularity  as  demand  increases  for  choice  world  coins. 
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Germany's  Kaiser-Reich  period  came  to  an  end  when  World  War 
I  ended  in  a  German  defeat.  The  only  coins  actually  struck  during 
the  war  were  three-mark  commemoratives.  Because  so  few  of  these 
were  minted,  they're  very  rare  and  popular  today.  In  fact,  at  the 
recent  Partin  Bank  Auction  in  Munich,  a  Frederick  the  Wise  three- 
mark  commemorative  realized  125,000  Deutchmarks,  or  about 
$60,000. 


At  the  war's  end,  as  the  Kaiser  and  ruling  princes  fled,  a  German 
republic  and  presidency  were  instituted  under  the  Treaty  of 
Versailles.  Existing  coinage  saw  little  change  during  the  early  years 
of  this  Weimar  Republic.  The  monetary  system  remained  based  on 
the  mark  and  pfennig.  But  those  coins  that  had  previously  been 
minted  in  silver  were  gradually  replaced  by  aluminum  and,  even¬ 
tually,  iron.  As  Germany  coped  with  escalating  inflation,  denomina¬ 
tions  of  20,  1 00,  200,  500  and  even  one-billion  marks  were  struck.  If 
that  billion  mark  coin  —  the  largest  denomination  ever  struck  — 
were  to  be  redeemed  at  face  value  at  today’s  exchange  rate,  it  would 
be  worth  about  $500  million. 

Germany’s  inflationary  period,  which  lasted  from  1919  to  1924, 
signalled  the  complete  collapse  of  the  German  monetary  system. 
Local  emergency  coinage,  called  notgeld,  was  issued  in  materials 
other  than  metal,  like  the  porcelain  pieces  from  Meissen.  Even¬ 
tually,  the  government  was  forced  to  re-evaluate  the  monetary 
system,  and  the  Weimar  Republic  finally  began  to  produce  new 
official  coinage.  Germany  returned  to  a  system  under  which  the  five- 
mark  coin  was  worth  a  dollar,  as  it  had  been  during  the  Kaiser-Reich 
period.  During  this  time,  a  series  of  28  Weimar  commemoratives 
was  also  issued  to  note  such  historical  events  as  the  Graf  Zeppelin's 
world  flight.  These  Weimar  commemoratives  are  probably  the  most 
popular  of  any  world  commemoratives.  Mot  only  are  they  very 
attractive,  but  they  were  a  short  series  with  low  mintage.  And,  most 
significantly,  they  heralded  Germany’s  gradual  return  to  prosperity. 


Fortunes  plummeted  again,  though,  with  the  Great  Depression 
of  1929  and  the  subsequent  advent  of  the  Third  Reich  and  Mazism. 
While  basic  denominations  remained  unchanged  under  Mazism, 
coin  designs  were  altered  as  they  became  useful  propaganda 
vehicles  which  repeatedly  featured  Germanic  eagles  perched  on 
swastikas,  and  Mazi  emblems.  Oddly  enough,  Adolph  Hitler  himself 
never  appeared  on  a  Third  Reich  coin. 


Third  Reich  coinage  lasted  only  12  years  when,  following  the 
Mazi  collapse  of  1945,  Germany  split  into  Federal  (West)  and 
Democratic  (East)  republics.  Both  republics  retained  the  mark- 
pfennig  system,  but  the  only  coins  struck  during  the  subsequent 
allied  occupation  were  zinc  ten,  five  and  one-pfennig  pieces.  These 
were  similar  to  those  of  the  Third  Reich,  with  the  obvious  exception  of 
the  Mazi  propaganda.  By  the  end  of  the  war,  though,  the  mark  had 
become  so  worthless  that  the  CI.S.  occupation  troops  in  1949  used 
cigarettes  as  their  medium  of  exchange. 

In  1949,  the  current  Bundes  Republic  of  West  Germany  was 
established.  Linder  this  Bundes  Republic,  Germany  presently  retains 
the  mark-pfennig  system,  with  the  five-mark  piece  having  been  the 
largest  denomination  until  the  recent  introduction  of  the  ten-mark 
coin.  In  1952,  the  Germans  began  a  new  series  of  commemoratives, 
with  three  or  four  still  being  issued  annually.  These  commemoratives 
are  part  of  a  coinage  tradition  that  dates  from  about  1800  and 
remains  extremely  popular  to  this  day.  Over  the  years,  the  Germans 
have  struck  more  commemoratives  than  any  other  country,  and  are 
credited  with  virtually  pioneering  commemorative  coinage. 

In  fact,  Germany’s  splintered  past  has  made  her  coinage  the 
most  varied  and  colorful  of  any  country  in  the  world  today.  As  a 
result,  German  coinage  is  not  only  increasing  in  value  among 
investors,  but  it  also  enjoys  a  particularly  strong  collector  base.

As  the  World  Coin  market  continues  its  steady  upward  climb,  some 
collector/investors  in  this  country  are  wondering  just  how  strong  the 
European  buying  public  is.  The  answer  is,  very  strong. 


The  world  coin  market  in  Europe  is  comprised  primarily  of  veteran 
collectors  who  are  the  backbone  of  the  European  buying  force.  In  recent 
years,  these  collectors  have  become  collector/investors  and,  as  such,  are 
among  the  most  knowledgeable  groups  in  numismatics  today.  They 
appreciate  coins  for  their  historic  and  artistic  values,  as  well  as  for  their 
viability  as  investment  vehicles.  This  perspective  makes  these  buyers 
extremely  astute  at  anticipating  buying  trends. 

That  these  European  collector/investors  are  emerging  into  the 
marketplace  was  evidenced  at  the  recent  Basel  Auction  in  Switzerland, 
when  —  as  many  American  dealers  looked  on  —  the  European  buyers 
walked  off  with  the  gems  of  the  auction.  Americans  had  fully  anticipated 
buying  most  of  the  coins  cheaply.  They  had  reasoned,  after  all,  that,  since 
the  CIS.  dollar  had  recently  risen  by  about  20  percent  in  comparison  with 
the  British  pound,  German  mark  and  Swiss  franc,  the  Europeans  would 
not  be  able  to  compete. 

However,  as  an  example  of  their  astuteness,  the  European  buyers 
not  only  compensated  for  this  20  percent  monetary  differential,  they 
opted  to  buy  while  these  rare  coins  were  available  rather  than  wait 
indefinitely  for  them  to  appear  on  the  market  again. 

So,  the  Europeans  scored  a  coup  this  time.  But  with  the  world  coin 
market  apparently  taking  off  in  this  country,  and  with  the  U.S.  dollar 
remaining  strong  relative  to  foreign  currencies,  the  next  round  may  well 
be  ours.

Glossary  of  German  Numismatic  Terms 
(Part  II:  After  the  1871  Monetary  Reform) 

German  numismatic  terms  used  in  the  pages  of  New  England 

World  Selections  are  defined  below.  For  an  overview  of  German 
coinage  after  the  187 1  monetary  reform,  see  this  month's  feature  article. 

Bundes  Republic.  Established  in  1949,  the  Bundes  Republic 
continues  in  Germany  today.  Under  the  current  government,  the 
German  monetary  system  remains  based  on  the  mark-pfennig  system. 
Since  1952,  the  Germans  have  also  continued  their  very  popular  com¬ 
memorative  tradition,  minting  three  or  four  different  silver  commem¬ 
orative  series  each  year. 

Kaiser-Reich  Period.  The  German  Empire  that  followed  the 
1871  Franco  Prussian  War,  it  was  during  the  Kaiser-Reich  period  that 
the  Prussian  king  finally  adopted  Germany's  first  unified  monetary 
system. 

Mark.  The  basis  of  Germany's  first  unified  monetary  system,  the 
mark  was  worth  about  20  G.S.  cents. 

Pfennig.  Under  the  mark-pfennig  system,  1 00  pfennigs  equal  one 
mark. 

Weimar  Republic.  Established  after  Germany’s  defeat  in  World 
War  I,  Weimar  Republic  coinage  was  re-evaluated  after  inflation  took 
its  toll  from  1919  to  1924.  During  this  inflationary  period,  silver  coins 
were  replaced  by  aluminum  and  then  iron,  and  were  struck  in  up  to 
one-billion  mark  denominations.  Eventually,  officials  of  the  republic 
were  forced  to  issue  new  coinage.  The  Weimar  Republic  also  produced 
a  series  of  28  commemoratives  that  are  among  the  most  popular  of  any 
world  commemorative  series.
